AROK MASTER OF MIND 


ith his Marconi side close to 
W: loss against South Mel- 

bourne at Middle Park a few 
seasons back, Frank Arok was sent 
from the bench. Almost everybody 
believed he meant for it to happen. 


Remonstrating and raving, the prods 
to the referee coolly calculated, Arok 
was shown the red-card and watched 
his side claw back into proceedings 
from behind a chain link fence. 

The master motivator had done it a- 
gain and that trick wasn’t even a new 
one for him. 

Arok with the brutal honesty and 
atomic energy to deftly cover his cun- 
ning schemes is the ideal tonic for the 
underachieving South Melbourne. 

The Blues could probably be coached 
to a top six spot by Jeff Kennett, but 


Arok is worth his wage alone for the in-. 


tangible psychological dimension he 
adds better than any other coach in the 
country. 

And despite a slow start to the 
season, Arok has already made his 
mental mark. 


Several players, who were looking to 
use this season's contract renewals as 
a claim for increased payments, have 
towed the Arok line of parity. 

Angie Goutzioulis had asked for a flat- 
rate payment, contrary to South's s- 
caled win-draw-loss remuneration 
system, and was been told to stay 
away from training by Arok, Eventually 
he returned - on Arok’s terms. 

Francis Awaritefe sent a manager a- 
long for his negotiations. Arok sent 
back the message that since the team 
had failed to perform last season, no-

one was going to get a pay-rise. 
Awaritefe duly signed on the line. 

Arok's first play on the minds of rivals 
came before the season when he cast 
an eye at Melbourne Knight's striker 
Mark Viduka. 

The scoring machine had yet to agree 
to terms with the Knights for this 
season and had a price of $100,000 on 
his head. 


Arok, with the planned support of club 
president George Vasilopoulos, let it be 
known that an offer for Viduka was a 
possibility. Winning Tattslotto six times 
in a row is also a possibility. 

Arok and South had no intention of 
picking up Viduka, but the Knights fell 
for the bait. President Steve Mandekic 
was reported to be “furious” and 
warned South off Viduka. The V- 
Bomber himself was surprised by the 
attention. No-one had approached 
ult but he'd consider it if they did, he 
said. 

Mandekic, eventually realised the 
ploy, suggesting that the whole sit- 
uation would only probably end up 
costing him more money in getting 
Viduka to sign on once again. 

In the end it did.
